In o rder to harmo nize the army and 
nav y o peratio ns Vice Admiral Skry d- 
lo ff will sto p at Liao Yang o n his way 
to Po rt Arthur to co nfer with General 
Kuro patkin. 
The admiral and 
the 
g eneral are warm perso nal friends, 
and bo th are co mpletely Independent 
o f the v icero y . 
In spite o f the bad 
relatio ns between Skry dlo ff and Alex - 
ieff, pressure is being bro ug ht to bear 
to prev ent the v icero y ’s immediate re­ 
turn to the Russian capital. 
All Info rmatio n in po ssessio n o f the 
g eneral staff indicates that the Jap­ 
anese are preparing to make a land 
lng near Takushan. The lig hts o f Jap­ 
anese ships hav e been o bserv ed there 
fo r sev eral nig hts, and it is believ ed 
that the debarkatio n o f the tro o ps has 
been delay ed o nly by the bad weather, 
which has prev ented the assembling o f 
the Junks and o ther small craft on 
which the tro o ps must 
be carried 
acro ss the stretch o f shallo w water 
which ex tends sev eral miles fro m the 
sho re. It is believ ed that the Japanese 
will ex perience g reat difficulty in de­ 
barking if their landing is resisted

Harbin, Manchuria, April 2 2 .—The 
two o fficers o f the Japanese g eneral 
staff, a co lo nel and a captain, who 
were arrested by the railro ad g uard 
eig hteen miles fro m this place o n April 
16 , were fo und bullty by a co urtmartlal 
and sentenced to be hang ed. 
The o ffi­ 
cers listened quietly to the sentence o f 
the co urt, but subsequently asked that 
their liv es be spared. 
General Kuro - 
patk'n co nfirmed the finding s o f the 
co urt, but, taking into co nsideratio n 
the fact that the aco used were so l­ 
diers. he o rdered that they sho uld be 
sho t instead o f hang ed.

Charles H. Mo y er o f the W estern Fed­ 
eratio n o f Miners, who arrived in Den­ 
ver In custo dy o f state tro o ps after 
several weeks’ incarceratio n at Tel- 
luride, where martial law is in fo rce, 
in co nsequence o f labo r tro ubles, was 
taken befo re the state supreme co urt 
y esterday afterno o n under the writ o f 
habeas co rpus issued in his case. 
A. 
the Ox fo rd ho tel he entered a hack 
with General Sherm an M. Bell and 
Captain Buckley Wells, the respo n­ 
dents to the writ, and the vehicle was 
driven rapidly to the stateho use, fo l­ 
lo wed by thirty -two armed so ldiers, 
who guarded the entrances to the 
co urt-ro o ni while the habeas co rpus 
pro ceedings were in pro gress. 
The co urt heard argum ents o n a mo ­ 
tio n o f the petitio ner to be admitted 
to ball pending a decisio n o n the ques­ 
tio n o f the co urt's Jurisdictio n, and 
to o k the m atter under advisement. 
Mr. Mo y er w ah then remo ved to the 
ho tel In custo dy o f the military . 
Defy ing the detachm ent o f cavalry 
which bro ught Mo y er to appear befo re 
the supreme co urt, W. D. Hay wo o d, 
secretary -treasurer o f the Federatio n, 
attem pted to ho ld a co nversatio n with 
the priso ner while he was being taken 
fro m the train at the Unio n depo t. 
Ordered to stand back by Capt. Wells, 
co mmanding the guard, he struck the 
o fficer in the face. 
In a seco nd he 
was surro unded by a co rdo n o f angry 
tro o pers, who struck at him with the 
butts o f their carbines and beat him 
with six -sho o ters. 
That he was no t 
killed by the ex cited so ldiers is due 
to the actio n o f the o rderly o f Captain 
Wells. who struck up the muzzle o f a 
run aimed at Hay wo o d and rescued 
him fro m bis po sitio n between two 
cars, wrhere the guards had him co r­ 
nered. 
Placed under arrest, he was put in 
the middle o f a ho llo w square o f mil­ 
itiamen and marched to the Ox fo rd 
ho tel, near the depo t. 
Here he again 
sho wed fight and was beaten into sub­ 
missio n. 
His injuries co nsist o f a 
deep cut o n the left side o f the head 
aad o ne o n the right side o f his head, 
which almo st severed the lo wer lo be 
o f his right ear. W hen a demand was 
made by Po lice Captain Frank Lee 
fo r the release o f Hay wo o d bn the 
gro und that the military rule did no t 
ex tend to Denver. General Bell replied 
that he intended to ho ld Hay wo o d as 
a military priso ner and wo uld sho o t 
any o ne who attem pted to take him, 
but nevertheless, under o rders fro m 
Go verno r Peabo dy Hay wo o d was sur­ 
rendered to Sheriff Armstro ng and 
placed in the co unty Jail.
